professor found that about one-third 
of the French Sahara was far below 
-ea level- much of it as far as 360 t 
feet below. 
He made scientific calculation- that 
a canal fifty miles long from the Med- 
iteranean would admit the ocean into , 
this vast interior 
depression.

would have the result of creating an j 
inland sea 350,000 square miles in ex­ 
tent. 
The scientist argued that this

The 
professor found that about one-third 
of the French Sahara w a s far below 
‘sea level—-niuch of it as far as 360 
feet below. 
He made scientific calculations that 
a canal fifty miles long from the Med- 
iteranean would admit the ocean into 
this vast interior 
depression. 
This 
would have the result of creating an 
inland sea 350,000 square miles in ex­ 
tent. 
The scientist argued that this 
sea 
would permit communication by ship­ 
ping bewteen the French equatorial 
possessions in Africa, would give all 
that part of Africa a comparatively 
modreate climate, and would create a 
fertile and habitable region round its 
shores.
